Dense pillars of smoke were 
visible as far as Alton, eight miles 
away. Flames shot 200 feet into 
the air, causing heat so intense 
that the company’s fire-fighting 
unit was.unable to approach nearer 
than 300 yards. 

No one was injured although the 


. top of the tank blew out after the 


lightning struck. The tank is sur- 
rounded by dikes, which held the 
burning oil in a pool, preventing its 
spreading. 

Those fighting the fire were un- 
able to extinguish the flames, and 


‘steel plates of the tank began to 


melt after several hours. 

Several thousand spectators were 
attracted by the blaze, and the JIlli- 
nois Highway police closed the old 
Edwardsville road near the plant.

APPROVED BY SENATE GROUP 


Committee Votes to Eliminate House Amend- 


ment to Shift Authority After Report 
Knudsen Would Quit. 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP).— 
The Senate Military Committee 
unanimously approved today a bill 
giving the Office of Production 
Management broadened authority 
to designate which materials and. 
' equipment shall be produced first 
in the defense program. 


The committee eliminated a 
House amendment setting up a 
separate priorities division, after 
word spread that William S. Knud- 
sen was determined to quit as 
OPM director if his hands were 
tied in the matter of priorities. 

Coming out of the meeting 
shortly after the committee had 
acted, Knudsen smilingly denied 
this report. 


Acting Chairman Reynolds 
(Dem.), North Carolina, said offi- 
cials of the OPM, Army, Navy, 
Treasury and Price Control Ad- 
ministration urged elimination of 
th. House-approved provision. 

This amendment would have set 
up a priorities director as a statu- 
tory officer, although OPM offi- 
cials are serving under an execu- 
tive order. He would have oper- 
ated under the direction of the 
Munitions Control Board instead 
of OPM. 

Edward R. Stettinius Jr. pres- 
ent director, told the committee in 
& prepared statement that he 
thought such a provision was 
“most inadvisable.” 

“Priorities is an essential tool, 
but nevertheless merely one tool 
among several for the expediting 
of defense productéon,” Stettinius 
declared. 

“Its main purpose is to get quick 
and prompt deliveries of articles 
required by the various armed 
services. Its exercise must be com- 
pletely integrated with the agen- 
cies charged with procurement and 
production of defense articles. 


“To take out the priorities organ- 


ization and set it off as an inde- 
pendent agency will tend to inter- 
rupt this efficient. co-ordination 
which has been so carefully worked 
out.” 

Representative Cox (Dem.), 
Georgia, author of the House 
amendment, has said that one of 
its purposes was to freeze Stet- 
tinius in the job as priorities chief. 
Cox did not say how this would 
be done. 


As approved by the Senate com- 
mittee, the measure would central- 
ize within the OPM the authority 
to issue mandatory orders to in- 
dustry for the production of cer- 
tain materialg or equipment. It 
would broaden this power to cover 
not only army and navy equip- 
ment, as at present, but to include 
—— to be supplied the Brit- 


OPM officials explained, commit- 
tee members said, that there had 
been no challenge of the volun- 
tary priority orders thus far is- 
sued, but added that statutory au- 
thority might be needed to en- 
force them in the future. 

Senator Gurney (Rep.), South 
Dakota, who has supported the ad- 
ministration’s British-aid program, 
said he wanted to find out from 
the five Defense Commission offi- 
cials if the OPM was being given 
a free hand to carry out its deci- 
sions on production. 


Gurney said he wanted to get 
at the truth of reports that Harry 
Hopkins, lease-lend administrator, 
was exerting influence over the 
OPM’s policies that sometimes out- 
weighed that of Knudsen and oth- 
ers. Gurney said he also wanted 
a full report on the progress made 
thus far in producing defense 
equipment, both for the United 
States and Britain, and would in- 
sist that this information be made 
public.

Economic Restrictions Not 


to Be Eased Until Tokyo

LONDON, May 14 (AP).—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden 
warned Japan today that British 
economic restrictions against that 
nation would not be eased unless 
Japan recognizes British rights 
in China.

and the Don Lee Broadcasting 
System of: Hollywood, which .con- 
trols a group of stations on the 
West Coast. In addition, Station 
WFBR, Baltimore, which joins 
Mutual next Oct. 1, said it would 
withdraw from the N. A. B. The 
network itself is not a member of 
N. A. B. 

The position of those withdraw- 
ing was stated in a letter by Al- 
fred J. McCosker, president of 
WOR and board chairman of Mu- 
tual, to Neville Miller, N. A. B. 


president. 

McCosker’s Letter. 

“We understand that you sub- 
mitted to your board of directors,” 
McCosker wrote, “the objections 
taken by us to your intrusion in 
the Mutual-ASCAP matter and to 
your condemnation of the monopo- 
ly report, We note with regret the 
resolutions adopted by your board 
yesterday which gave approval to 
your actions. : 
“It is now entirely clear that 
your association ig no longer rep- 
resentative of the entire industry, 
and that you are taking a position 
in various matters adverse to our 
interests and in favor of those of 
others. 

“For these reasons we hereby 
tender our resignation from your 
association.” 


Reply by Miller. 
Miller issued the following state- 
ment in reply: 

“We naturally regret the with- 
drawal of any members from the 
N. A. B. However, we believe 
that the issues subtly concealed in 
the monopoly report represent a 
direct challenge to the freedom of 
radio, and, if not opposed, would 
be the first of a series of events 
leading to the destruction of not 
only the freedom of radio but also 


“We would be derelict in our 
duty not only to our members but 
also to the public if we sat idly 
by merely to maintain our mem- 
bership. We intend to protect the 
freedom of radio in opposing all 
attacks upon it, including those 
contained in the monopoly report. 
In so doing we believe that we 
represent the views of an over- 
whelming majority of our industry 
and of the public.” 

Both WOR and WGN are pow- 
erful 50,000-watt stations and origi- 
nate a majority of the programs 
carried by the Mutual network, 
Signed Up With ASCAP. 

Mutual made its first break with 
the N. A. B. when it signed a con- 
tract last Sunday for the return 
of songs controlled by the Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers to the Mutual net- 
work. The first playing of ASCAP 
tunes on Mutual took place at 9 
p. m, last night and were heard in 
St. Louis over Station KWK.

In advance of applying the 
spendings levy, the taxpayer would 
be allowed exemptions of $800 for 
single persons and $2000 for mar- 
ried pairs, the current income tax 
exemptions.

Fisher argued that income taxes, 
as now applied, are taken from 
savings and thus in the long range 
diminished the Government return 
from incomc and estate taxes. 

Present income taxes have the 
tendency to “eat up seed corn in- 
stead of planting it,” he remarked. 

Would Abolish Income Tax. 

Fisher urged that something 
along the line of his rate schedule 
be applied now, instead of increas- 


ing income taxes, and that Con- 
gress later adopt a broad program 


Reynolds testified that there were 
now two large and one small 
plant in the United States produc- 
ing alumina, and that, if anything 
interfered with them, it would 
“dangerously interfere with and 
cripple the defense program.” 

Besides constructing new alu- 
mina plants, ready for immediate 
production, Reynolds proposed that 
the Government acquire large re- 
serves of bauxite, ore from which 
alumina is obtained. 

Tells of Excess Wages. 

In the House, Representative 
Engel (Rep.), Michigan, said that

If Germany Should Win. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


EFERRING to the letter in your Let- 

ter Column Sunday, “After the War,” 
in discussing post-war conditions, the 
tendency, too often, is to look at but one 
side of the picture and to see insoluble 
problems and overwhelming difficulties 
only in the event of a British victory. It 
really is time to take a clear view of 
the other side. 

Accept it or not, one of the essential 
facts of a Hitler triumph is Axis control 
of the Eastern Hemisphere, which, in 
effect, means domination of the world. 

It would be out of the question for this 
nation or its Southern neighbors to en- 
joy peace and safety unaccompanied by 
threats and acts of aggression. We 
would be forced to maintain a constantly 
expanding and burdensome military ma- 
chine for the protection of the Western 
Hemisphere and face the real danger of 
going totalitarian in order to do this. 

Low taxes would be but a memory, the 
national debt would continue to skyrock- 
et and the nation, agricultural as well as 
industrial, would forget what a peace 
basis looked like. 

The little Hitlers in this country and 
in South America, plus their admiring 
friends, would demonstrate more brazen- 
ly their arrogance and terrorism and 
gain converts from various elements who 
are ripe for the proper inducement. 

It is nice to imagine ourselves aloof 
from the world, an oasis of democracy 
and a shining example to other nations, 
but unfortunately, as the world is consti- 
tuted today, there is no such thing as iso- 
lation. We would find ourselves shocked 
morally and spiritually, with cynicism 
and self-distrust magnified many-fold. 

We need not assume a British victory 
will mean the policing of entire Europe. 
It may mean the policing of Germany 
for an indeterminate period.

ART MUSEUM BUYS 
TWO MODERN PICTURES 


Both Chosen From Recent Ex- 
hibition——Gift of Landscape 
Also Announced, 


‘Purchase of two paintings 

chosen from the recent exhibition 
of contemporary American art at 
City Art Museum in Forest, Park, 
and the gift of a landscape by he 
late Rrthur B. Davies were an- 
nounced today by the museum. 


The Davies landscape was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Cornelius Bliss of 
New York. The others, a land- 
scape by Karl Zerbe and a New 
York street+ scene by Reginald 
Marsh, were acquired with income 
from the Eliza McMillan fund. 

Zerbe’s picture, done in encaus- 
tic, or fluid wax, is a view of St. 
Philip’s Church, at Charleston, S. 
C., with a vista down one of the 
city’s historic thoroughfares, lead- 
ing the eye to the slender white 
steeple of the church reaching into 
a misty sky. Zerbe, now a teacher 
in the Boston Museum School, 
came to the United States in 1934, 
the year that-his paintings were 
being removed from German mu- 
seums because they conflicted with 
the new German concept of art, 

Marsh’s is a water color. Crowd- 
ed with figures—a street peddler, 
a sandwich man, and passersby— 
it catches the impression of the 
hustle and bustle of life in the 
poorer districts of Manhattan, a 
favorite subject of the painter.

The shipping situation 
now calls for hasty revision of 
the American shipbuilding pro- 
gram to produce, not between 1,- 
500,000 and 2,000,000 tons over a 
considerable period, but between 
3,000,000 and 4,000,000 tons annually. 


There is talk of Samuel Zemur- 
ray, the picturesque and dynamic 
head of the United Fruit Co., for 
the proposed new post of shipping 
administrator.

Their routes 
have already been laid out, from 
here around the Cape, up to the 
Red Sea ports, and then out again, 
around India, to Malaysia, where 
they will pick up rubber and tin 
for our defense stock piles and 
start again for home.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Low- 
est electricity bills in Missouri on 


Jan. 1 last, for typical household 
service ranging from 25 to 100 kilo- 
watt hours, were charged by the 
Laclede Power & Light Co. of 8t. 
Louis, according to a report issued 
today by the Federal Power Com- 
mission. The figures were $1.07 
and $2.85, respectively. 

But Laclede company serves only 
a minority of St. Louis residences, 
The great majority, it was found, 
paid to the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri $1.19 for 25 kilowatt hours 
and $3.13 for 100. : 

In communities of 50,000 and 
more, St. Joseph householders paid 
the most, with bills of $1.60, $4.05 
and $8.30 for 25, 100 and 250 kilo- 
watt hours. Laclede’s bill for 250 
kilowatt hours was $5.70, and that 
of Union Electric was $6.22, The 
highest bills in the State were 


/charged at Gideon, with rates of 


$2.85, $6.60 and $14.10 for 25, 100 
and 250 kilowatt hours. In the 
group between 1000 and 2500 popu- 
lation, Gideon’s rates were from 
110.9 to 139.5 per cent greater than 
those charged in Rock Hill for 
identical amounts of current, 
Poplar Bluff and Carthage, with 
publicly owned utilities, enjoyed 
the lowest .rates among towns be- 


pai edalia and 
Moberly, wit.. privately _owned 
utilities. The difference fanged 
from 45.2 to 54.9 per cent, But in 
the group between 2500 and 10,000, 
publicly owned utilities in Malden 
and California charged from 86.5 
to 109 per cent more than publicly 
owned utilities in Chillicothe and 
Macon.

* 100 and 250 kilowatt hours for do- 
mestic use were given as $1.15, 


$3.50 and $7.25. Corresponding 
figures for Kansas City were $1.25, 
$3.75 and $7.50. Clayton, Kirkwood, 
Maplewood, Richmond Heights, 
University City and Webster 
Groves stood high in cheapness of 
household bills for electric cur- 
rent. All paid $1.19 for 25 kilo- 
watt hours, $3.13 for 100 and $6.22 
for 250. Kirkwood buys current 
from Union Eléctriec but 
own distributing system. The oth- 
er five suburbs are served by 
with the same 
charges as those prevailing in St. 
Louis. 

The report is one of a series of 
48 which the Federal Power Com- 
mission now has in preparation. 
When completed, it will constitute 
a current study of electric rates 
throughout the country. The Mis- 
souri report presents evidence of 
residential rates in 625 communi- 
ties of 250 or more, commercial 
rates in communities of 2500 or 
more, and industrial rates in cit- 
ies having populations of 10,000 or 
more. Population figures are 
based on the 1940 census. 

Union Electric’s commercial light 
service in St. Louis, for monthly 
consumption of from 750 to 1500 
kilowatt hours, was found to be 
in general cheaper than that of 
Laclede Power and Light. But 
Union Electric's monthly .billg for 
industrial service, ging from 
15,000 to 400,000 kilowatt hours, 
were slightly in excess of Laclede's, 
which were among the lowest in 
the State. 

Typical bills for 400,000 kilowatt 
hours in towns of 10,000 or more 
were listed as follows: Carthage, 
$30.10; St. Louis, $37.99; Clayton,

REAM of asparagus soup is 

good enough all winter, when 

it must be made with canned 
asparagus; but when the fresh 
asparagus of spring puts in its ap- 
pearance, asparagus soup really 
comes into its own. By making it 
with evaporated milk, you will be 
able to use all the flavorful cook- 
ing water with all its mineral and 
vitamin content. 

Cream of Asparagus Soup. 

One pound fresh asparagus, two 
tablespoons butter, one-third cup 
flour, one and a half cups evap- 
orated milk, two and a half cups 
asparagus stock, two teaspoons 
salt. 

Remove paper-like scales on as- 
paragus with paring knife. Wash 
thoroughly. Cut into two-inch 
lengths, separating the thick stems 
from the tips. Split the stems 
lengthwise and drop into two cups 
boiling salted water; simmer un- 
til tender, about 20 minutes, Boil 
tips in one and a half cups boiling 
salted water until tender, eight 
to 10 minutes. Drain asparagus and 
save both cooking waters. There 
should be two and a half cups wa- 
ter. If more, boil down; if less, 
add fresh water. 

Rub stalks through a sieve. Melt 
butter in saucepan, blend in flour, 
and add evaporated milk and the 
as puree to which has been 
added the cooking water. Cook 
until soup boils and thickens, stir- 
ring constantly. Add salt and as- 
paragus tips and serve piping hot, 
with crisp crackers or croutons. 
Makes four generous’ servings.

West chose what I would hardly 
term a ‘sound opening, namely, the 
heart jack. Dummy and East 
played low, and declarer won with 
the queen. 

A brief study made it clear that 
it was going to be difficult to avoid 
the loss of one spade and one 
heart. The opening lead was al- 
most certainly a singleton, which 
placed East with the K-9 of hearts 
over dummy’s 10-8. The only con- 
ceivable chance was that East 
could be thrown on lead, thus forc- 
ing a heart return to the com- 
bined tenace. 

Since this was the only hope, de- 
clarer went about capitalizing it in 
such a way that the enemy could 
not visualize what was coming. He 
first led to the spade ace. Then he 
ran exactly three rounds of 
trumps, noting with pleasure the 
3-3 break of the suit, and cashed 
his three clubs. Then, with baited 
breath, he exited with his remain- 
ing spade. East, thrown on lead 
with the spade king, could return 
nothing but a heart to the com- 
bined tenace. 

The salient feature of the play 
of this hand was not the eventual 
throw-in (such coups are com- 
mon), but the exact timing that 
preceded it. Declarer gauged his 
problem precisely and saw that an 
eventual throw-in would be neces- 
sary. He also saw that if he were 
to draw. his trumps, cash the 
clubs, and then lead the ace and 
another spade, East might easily 
be able to visualize what was in 
declarer’s mind and ditch his 
spade king on the ace, thus avoid- 
ing the lead.

To Fight Like Kilkenny Cats 

They foyght, did these Kilkenny 
felines, so viciously, that nothing 
was left of them but their tails; 


hence the use of the phrase for a 
struggle which is terminated only 
with the mutual destruction of the 
combatants. 

The figure of speech is in allu- 
sion to an incident alleged to have 
occurred among Hessian soldiers 
engaged in the suppression of the 
Irish rebellion of 1798. .

While the sport was in fierce 
swing, an officer interrupted, or- 
dering the immediate release of 
the felines. 

The officer’s back was hardly 
turned when his instructions were 
executed by a soldier who cut the 
animais free of their tails, which 
were left hanging on the line. 

Subsequently the officer  re- 
turned and inquired what had 
happened to the cats. 

He was told that they had de- 
voured one another, leaving only 
their tails.
